Books in Review 


Living Prayerfully by .Kirby Page; 
Farrar and Rinehart, New York. S04 
pages. $2.00. 

The most enthusiastic tribute which 
could be paid to this latest addition to 
the series of books for devotion, medi¬ 
tation and inspiration which Kirby 
Page has created, is also the most 
scrupulously exact and objective thing 
that can be said. That is the fact that 
as the series goes on, the greatest 
wonder is not at the quantity but in the 
sustained and enriched quality . That 
fact is noteworthy in connection with a 
series of four books, now running to 
2000 pages. It was begun in 1932 with 
Living Creatively, continued in 1934 
with Living Triumphantly, in 1936 with 
Living Courageously and now comes 
the present volume. 

These books, and none more notably 
than Living Prayerfully, have an un¬ 
matched combination of beauty and 
strength, of quickening for the imagi¬ 
nation and emotions, and rugged intel¬ 
lectual content. So many books designed 
for devotional use are not much more 
than sentimental reveries tied up with 
baby ribbon. Kirby Page would not 
know what to do with baby ribbon. 
He uses steel hoops to hold his thoughts 
together. 

The method is substantially that fol¬ 
lowed so fruitfully in the former vol¬ 
umes. The first hundred pages of the 
volume are given to the author’s own 
interpretation of the Christian mes¬ 
sage as it confronts the present world, 
with particular reference to the sources 
of spiritual strength and techniques for 
sustaining the devotional life. This 
makes a valuable book in itself. The 
remaining 400 pages are filled with 
quotations arranged for one hundred 
days* use, on themes covering the whole 
range of personal religion and social 
thinking and action. The peculiar value 
of these quotations is the result of a 
conspiracy in which Mr. Page’s eye, 
ear, mind and heart join. His alert 
eye has covered a wide range of liter¬ 
ature, for the most part contemporary; 
his ear has been sensitive to the sounds 
and cries of our present world; his 
mind—a “tough” one—has brought a 
vigorous realistic mental quality and his 
heart has fused the whole collection. 
Such a book could not be fabricated 
with scissors and paste. The author 
has performed the old miracle of Eden 
and breathed into it till it has become 
a living soul. 

Notable is the combination of indi¬ 
vidual and social, both in its thinking 
and suggestions for action. If, as has 
been said, “personal religion without a 
social gospel is a ghost, and a social 
gospel without an individual gospel is 
a corpse” there is neither ghost nor 
corpse in this bqpk, but life, abundant 
and contagious.^

Training For The Life Of The Spirit, 
Anonymous; Harper and Brothers, 
New York, 20 cents. 

This sixty-four page booklet will be 
welcomed by all who are interested in 
the development of the Inner Life. It 
gives evidence of philosophical compe¬ 
tency and spiritual insight; but it is 
written in simple language, contains 
useful concrete suggestions about train¬ 
ing and displays a sensible attitude 
toward the problems of those, for ex¬ 
ample, who have jobs and family re¬ 
sponsibilities. 

Three thought-provoking trials are 
spoken of. There are three main steps 
to “the ladder of perfection,” three 
phases in the development of the hu¬ 
man spirit. (1) The stage of Purga¬ 
tion, during which doing the good 
steadily still costs much inner conflict. 

(2) The stage of Liberation when “the 
training has penetrated until not only 
their conduct but their character is 
constant.” (3) The stage of Union or 
Completion when the saint does not 
need any longer to retire in order to 
recollect because he constantly sees 
Reality, sees life as it is in God. 

The familiar monastic triple vow of 
Poverty, Chastity and Obedience is sug¬ 
gestively rendered as freedom by Fru¬ 
gality, since we do not “think poverty 
in itself to be good, especially as those 
without means have to be kept by beg¬ 
ging from those possessed;” freedom by 
Dedication of the mind-body, “that 
athleticism which refuses to be indul¬ 
gent or distracted;” freedom by Anony¬ 
mity, the refusal to put oneself forward. 
This last formulation, in suggesting a 
way to achieve the end of selflessness 
sought by the monastic vow of Obedi¬ 
ence without subjecting an individual to 
stultifying mechanical submission to an¬ 
other individual, is very helpful. 

The steps which we take in the ex¬ 
perience of “the silence,” of true prayer, 
are described under the head of (1) 
Recollection. “Most people cannot con¬ 
centrate when they wish to, because 
most of the time they want to be dis¬ 
tracted!” (2) Meditation. It is better 
not to think of this as listening for guid¬ 
ance or divine information, but rather 
of staying in the Light, exposing our¬ 
selves to spiritual radioactivation. “We 
wait—for something deeper than an in¬ 
struction ; we wait for a profound 
change in the quality of our conduct, 
our character and our consciousness.” 

(3) Finally comes pure Contemplation 

“where time ceases to be noticed and 
consciousness extends effortlessly toward 
the whole.” ^ j jyj 

Oliver Wiswell by Kenneth Roberts; 
Doubleday Doran, New York, 1940. 
$3.00. 

This best seller by the author of 
Northwest Passage can be heartily rec¬ 


ommended to those who want an excit¬ 
ing adventure story and a vivid and 
amazing picture of what the Revolu¬ 
tionary War—Lexington, Bunker Hill, 
Long Island, Yorktown; Samuel Ad¬ 
ams, Benjamin Franklin, Benedict Ar¬ 
nold—meant to the unpopular minority 
of that time, the so-called Tories, thou¬ 
sands of whom were eventually driven 
from their native land. The book con¬ 
stitutes a highly effective anti-war tract, 
though never losing the character of a 
well-written tale, both because it de¬ 
scribes so arrestingly what war actually 
means to participants in it, but also be¬ 
cause it makes out a strong case for 
the proposition that this war to which 
non-pacifists so often point as indubi¬ 
tably necessary and useful was nothing 
of the kind. Typical of the remarks the 
author puts into the mouth of his hero 
is this: “I thought of all the wars of 
which I’d read, and dlearly saw that 
not one of them—not one—had brought 
one solitary benefit that couldn’t have 
been attained by peaceful means if only 
those who fought had been content to 
wait—had been wise enough to make 
the concessions that all human beings 
must make if they are to live in amity.” 

Is Pacifism Enough?; a Reply to Bishop 
G. Ashton Oldham by Henry W. Pink- 
ham, with an introduction by John 
Haynes Holmes. 

Some sort of apology is due for fail¬ 
ure to call attention sooner to this ten- 
page pamphlet which is written in 
answer to Bishop Oldham’s Atlantic 
Monthly article of June 1940. If 
witty and yet profound fashion Mi 
Pinkham deals with such questions 
as police power versus armed force; 
the question of an absolute stand¬ 
ard (“if we cannot be absolute, let us 
be as absolute as we can,” Mr. Pinkham 
suggests); the alleged just wars of the 
past; the unlikelihood of getting a good 
peace out of war, etc. To the argument 
that it was not the last war which was 
bad, but the failure to organize the 
peace afterward, Mr. Pinkham replies 
by calling attention to the story of the 
man who fell off his roof. Being asked 
if his fall had hurt him, he said, “Oh, 
no. The falling didn’t hurt a bit. It 
was stopping that nearly killed me.”

Dear Kirby: 

Thanks for your letter. I had just about given you up 
as lost or a hard to find guy. Your work intrigues me. How do 
you find these Delaware conference groups ? Are they really going 
after this report and are we going to be able to make anything 
out of it/ I see a long war myself and anything to reduce it 
a year or more will no doubt mean the saving of the lives of 
literally millions of men. In any case we will have to have a 
powerful organization to keep these politicians in.line both 
during the war and after it is over. The main reason why democracy 
has not worked for us in America is that the people have been 
almost wholly irresponsible. As I see it your work in the 
churches will help you to organize responsible groups so that 
hopeful lines of action can be set up. 

I was glad to see that you registered. I have been 
working with the FOR here in Chicago and they have taken a very 
narrow view of their pacifism. I am afraid it will wreck the 
organization if they do not broaden their fight and find other 
issues on which to fight this war machine. Their pacifist Re¬ 
search institute may ba one of the means by which they will 
broaden their line .of attack. I wrote Holmes this week and took 
the liberty to suggest your name as the director of that researchU 
They should have you or someone like you but I am afraid there 
is something of a clique in the organization,as something of this 
showed itself during the three days I worked with them in Cin¬ 
cinnati. They are far from efficient and certaimly not what I 
call agressive. on Saturday AM at the Youth Conference I made the 
suggestion of a table to Gandhi. The morning headlines had shown 
that Britain had failed in getting the cooperation of the Indian 
Rational Hn nfqr ence. This was a triumph for non-violence and non¬ 
cooperation and I thought the leaders of the. conference would see 
it at once. Ro action was taken either that afternoon or evening. 
The next morning,I waited my turn and proposed the resolution 
myself. Support was instantaneous and we collected twice as much 
money as was needed. The point I want to show is that the regular 
FOR leaders could not take this suggestion and get action on it 
and I think that just shows they are dense. Even after the message 
was sent I do not think it was exploited as a well-organized group 
can exploit these things,if they really have a national organiza¬ 
tion. 

Raturally the situation is very dark for us right now as from 
the present picture^we might easily lose this war this summer. It 
all depends on how we have come to the aid of Russia over the 
winter. Washington’s brag and bluff will really be put to the test 
over the summer and I hope we can make good. 

I sent my manuscript to Farrar and Rinehart. I told them I 


over 










knew you and “thought you would help me in any way you can. As you 
say they do not publish religious books and I am afraid it will 
bounce right back on me. My greatest difficulty is that I am without 
background as far as church work is concerned and have no connections. 
If some blossoming young doctor had done this job,I feel they would 
all be singing his praises and the book would be published easily, 
fillett and Clarke published Seidenspinners book and when it was not 
going so well WEG wrote a review arid gave it everything in the bag. 
Sperry and vogt were at last definitely challenged and had to look to 
their laurels. last fall I got Morrison interested in my work and he 
was going to look over my'-material when I came to Chicago but I have 
not been able to get around his secretary. At the Delaware conference 
he told me,"oh,I sent you a letter just as I left the office". I 
returned and no letter. I waited two weeks and wrote him only to get 
an answer not from him but his secretary, she seems to be acting like a 
fence for him and the problem is all the more complicated when I tell 
you that I believe they all hold shares in Willett and Clarke. Garri¬ 
son admitted to me that he used to hold stock in the company but not 
any more, just how he can jsutify writing such glowing reviews for 
books of w & C is more than I can see but religion around here is a 
very flexible thing, it makes me feel that the publication of reli¬ 
gious books is about one jump ahead of the smalltown racket. I may 
go up and see Dr. Willett this week and throw this whole thing in his 
lap and see what he thinks of it. I could go to Morrison direct but I 
will wait to see how things turn out. I really did not think I was 
going to get all this story down in a letter but here it is anyway.

In these days it is as rare as it is refreshing to have any¬ 
one accept as a basic principle M respect for personality. 0 Most people, 
I regret to say, seem to feel that the primary purpose of government, 
for example, is to promote welfare and then to permit as much freedom 
as is consistent with that objective. My feeling is, and has been, 
since I first made the acquaintance of Swedenborg and Henry George that 
the primary purpose of government is to promote equal freedom politic¬ 
ally and economically and that any welfare that is worthy of the name 
will come as a by-product of that procedure. It may interest you in 
this connection to read a statement of policy adopted by the California 
State Board of Prison Directors. Here it is: 

"The policy of the California State Board 
of Prison Directors is based on the con¬ 
cept that there can be no regeneration 
except in freedom. Rehabilitation there¬ 
fore must come from within the individual 
and not through coercion. With this 
principle in mind, the rehabilitative 
program of the State Board of Prison Di¬ 
rectors contemplates not only important 
educational and vocational factors but 
also by, and through, classification and 
segregation, a gradual release from cus¬ 
todial restraint and a corresponding in¬ 
crease in personal responsibility and 
freedom of choice."

A1 though I did not have the opportunity of speaking 
to you personally at the recent Conference at Dr. Chalmers 
church, it was my pleasure to again hear you as it was at the 
Conference at the Riverside Church in the Spiting of last year 
at which time we met as we were entering the chur'ch and had 
a few words together. 

Your influence for good in my life goes hack to my 
college days at the University of Richmond having first heard 
you at the Blue Ridge H.C. Conference in 1926 I "believe. Since 
that time I have read your hooks, etc and heard you whenever 
the opportunity presented itself. I am grateful to you for 
the inpiration you have heen to me and countless others. 

Today, when many have chosen the way of war, the 
prophetic voices of a better way, although in a minority, 
will some day he recognized as the true patroits. 

Those of us who did not change with our country's 
entrance into the war, may he misunderstood. But for me 
Christian pacifism is the only way and the only basis of a 
decent and civilized philosophy of life. 

At the time of my registration on Peh. 16th I presented 
a statement declaring myself as a Christian pacifist resolutely 
opposed to war and conscription and unwilling to voluntarily 
contribute to the war effort. To date, my position as a social 
worker has not heen jeopardized although any calling of married 
men would naturally affect mp. I feel that some service to 
humanity under civilian direction would he preferable to a 
C.P.S. camp. Prison itself is more desirable than any work 
under the military. 


Your inspirational addresses recently heard have 
strengthened me. You have my best wishes for your continued 
good health and service in the causes you so nobly serve.
